■  Malingerer  is  a  word  which  came  much  into  use 
r  during  the  war.  Possibly  in  every  camp  there 
were  healthy  strapping  fellows  who  sought  to 
avoid  duty  or  danger  by  feigning  slcknesa  They 
^  would  keep  the  hospital  force  busy  looking  for  ail¬ 
ments  which  they  didn't  have,  but  of  which  they 
complained  loudly.  Now  when  we  put  on  a  great 
i  program  of  work  for -the  e*hole  denomination  you 
I  may  expect  to  encounter  some  of  these  malinger¬ 
ers  who  will  develop  special  aches  and  pains  for 
the  occasion.  They  will  have  sore  spots  in  some 
»  part  of  their  anatomy;  memories  of  wrongs  they 
have  suffered,  complaints  of  too  many  drives,  the 
thing  wasn't  planned  right,  they  don't  like  the 
men  in  the  move  or  some  of  their  manners.  They 
are  tired  of  this  or  sore  at  that  They  are  In  most 
casts  simply  malingerers,  who  don't  want  to  work 
or  give.  They  need  a  god  mustard  plaster  and  a 
big  swallow  of  boneset  tea.  And  they  may  need 
the  dose  several  times  repeated. 

The  most  pace  setting  board  meeting  we  hare 
ever  been  in,  and  we  have  been  in  them  for  many 
years,  was  that  of  the  State  Convention  Board. 
Tuesday.  Not  much  can  be  said  of  It  now.  but  the 
brethren  organised  for  the  seventy  million  cam¬ 
paign  in  a  way  that  meant  success.  Dr.  Law- 
rence  is  director  and  organizer.  He  will  be  as¬ 
sisted  by  Brethren  N.  T.  Tull  and  J.  B.  Byrd. 
Dr.  R.  B.  Gunter  was  chosen  as  director  of  pub¬ 
licity.  Dr.  H.  M.  Kink  was  asked  and  consented 
to  head  the  strong  arm  force  to  secure  large  con¬ 
tributions  Details  of  plans  were  gone  through 
deliberately  and  thoroughly.  The  churches  will 
be  apportioned  and  the  conviction  is  already  ex¬ 
pressed  that  in  Mississippi  we  will  go  far  beyond 
our  $3,500,000  mark.  The  board  authorised  the 
purchase  of  property  in  Jackson  to  become  the 
headquarters  of  all  our  denominational  work. 
Brethren  threshed  their  differences  through  and 
came  out  Jubilantly  hopeful  and  united. 

It  is  announced  In  the  secular  press  that  Dr. 

J.  T.  Christian  has  offered  his  resignation  to  the 
First  Vhurch.  Hattiesburg,  to  accept  the  professor¬ 
ship  at  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute  In  New  Orleans. 
We  regret  to  lose  him  from  Mississippi,  but  glad 
he  takes  up  this  important  work  In  the  growing 
institution  close  by.  It  is  a  great  opportunity 
and  he'  is  ripe  for  It  He  will  teach  Christian 
History  and  have  charge  of  the  library. 

The  Baptist  Bible  Institute  in  New  Orleans  has 
Just  added  another  building  to  its  equipment,  hav¬ 
ing  Just  purchased  the  Pathery  Building  which 
belonged  to  Sophia  Newcomb  College,  thus  secur¬ 
ing  the  entire  former  property  of  the  college,  and 
one  other  building  beside.  Surely  the  Lord  has 
greatly  favored  the  Institute.  This  last  build¬ 
ing  will  be  used  for  a  library.

1.  Our  denomination  Is  growing  very  rapidly 
In  numbers.  There  is  an  eager.  Intelligent  long¬ 
ing  for  more  rapid  Increase.  God  will  meet  that 
longing  with  millions  of  new  members  In  the 
next  twenty  years. 

2.  Southern  Baptist  are  goining  to  make  a 
rapid  break  away  from  the  once-a-month 
preaching  by  an  absentee  preacher  and  call  for 
pastorial  leadership  by  a  live  man  on  the  field. 

3.  We  have  ceased  to  be  a  back-woods  peo¬ 
ple,  and  nearly  every  church  in  our  whole  ter¬ 
ritory  will  within  the  present  generation,  de¬ 
mand  a  minister  of  culture,  initiative,  versatil¬ 
ity,  energy,  spiritual  power. 

4.  The  rapid  increase  in  calls  for  men  for 
other  ministries  than  pastoral  Is  making  serious 
gaps  in  church  leadership.  Our  Home  Board 
wants  a  hundred  men  In  Its  evangelistic  depart¬ 
ment  this  year  and  many  men  for  enlistment 
and  other  lines.  The  Foreign  Board  will  bq  able 
to  use  In  the  next  five  years  five  hundred  men 
If  they  can  be  found. 

5.  Our  Sunday  school  work  by  the  Board 
at  Nashville  and  the  boards  of  the  states  will 
call  for  many  men,  and  the  colleges  will  want 
more  than  heretofore.  All  this  means  that  we 
must  have  a  great  increase  in  our  number  of 
equipped  men. 

Our  churches  should  pray  and  plan  'for  re¬ 
cruits  for  the  ministry.  Every  young  preacher 
should  use  every  possible  means  for  the  fullest 
training  and  efficiency.  It  Is  not  a  time  when 
we  can  afford  shortcuts  or  rapid  rush  for  active 
service.  Every  man  should  be  made  to  count  for 
the  most  In  this  generation.  A  call  to  the  minis¬ 
try  must  be  interpreted  to  Include  a  call  to  full 
training  for  the  ministry. 

The  seminary  ought  to  have  next  fall  Its 
largest  enrollment  up  todate.  The  quickest  way 
to  supply  our  need  Is  fully  to  train  the  men 
we  have  up  to  their  highest  efficiency.

1  ou  can  easily  see  that  If  language  means  any¬ 
thing  Christ's  "sheep'  (that  is,  all  real  Chris¬ 
tians)  are  as  secure  and  as  sure  of  ultimate 
glory  as  are  the  truthfulness  of  His  words  and 
His  power  to  save.  Should  one  fail  of  eternal 
glory  and  perish  forever  In  sin,  who  was  once  on, 

a  "sheep,"  a  child  of  God,  then  these  words  of  i 
our  Lord  would  be  utterly  false.  He  says  that 
He  gives  His  sheep  eternal  life.  He  says  that  they 
shall  never  perish.  He  says  that  no  one  shall 
pluck  them  out  of  His  hand.  Therefore  If  even 
one  such  sheep  does  perish  He  becomes  three 
times  false  in  statement  In  one  text.  But  Is  Is 
written,  "Let  God  be  true,  but  every  man  a 
liar.”  Or  better  as  the  Modern  Speech  New  Testa¬ 
ment  put  It,  "Let  us  hold  God  to  be  true,  though 
every  mau  should  prove  false." 

Add' to  this  text  Christ's  words  In  John  6:47, 

"Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  he  that  believeth 
on  me  hath  everlasting  life,"  and  you  cannot  pos¬ 
sibly  ipdmlt  that  a  real  believer  can  be  lost  with¬ 
out  throwing  It  into  the  face  of  the  Son  of  God 
that  He  told  an  untruth.  The  charge  that  His 
"sheep"  may  perish  makes  Him  false  In  Hla 
statement  and  destroys  all  hope  of  heaven 
through  Him;  for  If  He  Is  a  liar  He  cannot  save; 
for  "all  liars  shall  have  their  part  In  the  lake 
that  burneth  with  fire  and  brimstone  "  Admitting 
these  texts  to  be  true  settles  the  question  of  the 
security  of  believers,  His  "sheep." 

But  there  Is  one  thing  In  this  text  that  Is  sel¬ 
dom  stressed  but  which  is,  ir  possible,  of  more 
significance  to  us  than  the  doctrine  of  the  secur¬ 
ity  of  the  sheep.  That  Is,  Who  are  His  sheep?. 

You  notice  that  Jesus  says  of  His  sheep,  "They 
foliw  Me,”  which  must  mean  that  they  turn  from 
their  own  ways  and  do  what  He  says.  To  follow 
Him  Is  to  reverently  obey  Him;  seeking  to  do 
His  will.  This  following  Him  Is  the  distinguish¬ 
ing  mark  of  His  sheep.  You  will  note  that  He 
does  not  say,  they  profess  to  be  mine,  or  that 
they  have  a  desire  to  follow  Me,  but  do  not.  He 
says,  “  They  follow  Me."  A 

In  verse  five  of  this  chapter  He  says  that  His 
sheep  will  not  follow  a  stranger.  These  two 
distinguishing  facts  about  His  sheep  are  of 
deepest  concern  to  us  as  we  think  of  the  many 
professed  sheep  of  today.  It  Is  clear  as  day  that 
the  Lord's  sheep  are  eternally  secure,  but  there 
Is  danger  on  the  human  side.  A  fearful  danger  cept  the  doctrines  concerning  Christ 

that  many  will  count  themselves  His  sheep  not  been  Ubrn  of  the  Spirit,  ex-  uee 

who  are  deceived  about  It. 

According  to  His  own  words,  none  except 
those  who  follow  .Him  are  His  sheep,  therefore 
regardless  of  what  1  may  say,  or  profess,  if  I 
do  not  follow  Him  I  am  not  of'  His  sheep.  He 
says  His  sheep  follow  him,  and  If  they  do  not 
then  Hla  word  Is  untrue,  just  as  untrue  as  It 
would  be  should  one  of  His  sheep  perish;  and 
He,  on  account  of  untruthfulness,  would  cease 
to  be  able  to„save  any  body.  He  said  HIs  sheep 
follow  Him#  and  therefore  we  must  say  that 
they  do,  or  else  make  him  false  in  His  words. 

Following  Him  does  not  make  us  sheep,  re¬ 
generation  Ao«f  that,  but  following  Him  Is.  ac¬ 
cording  to  Hla  words,  an  unexceptional  result 


me  following  Is  the  human  side  of  this  greet 
lesson,  and  he  who  does  not  follow,  eccordleg 
to  our  Lord’s  own  words,  la  not  His  sheep  In 
John  14:28,  Jesus  la  quoted  as  saying.  If  a 
man  love  me  he  will  keep  my  words.  Those  who 
are  HIs  will  follow.  The  greet  warning  of  the 
text  is  to  those  who  do  not  follow  Loud  pro 
fesslon  Is  often  without  genuine  depths  of  love 
for  Christ.  Only  those  who  follow  ere  Mis  sheep 
If  Jesus  told  the  truth.  In  stressing  security 
in  Christ,  we  need  to  bo  carerul  lest  we  make 
sinners  secure  In  conscience  while  living  In  els 
TJ^e  same  John  who  wrote  these  words  of  the 
Master  said,  "Whosoever  Is  loro  of  God  doth 
not  commit  sin;  for  Hla  seed  re  mat  net  h  ie  him 
and  be  cannot  sin,  because  he  Is  bom  of  Ood 
The  best  interpretation  of  that  text  la  that 
such  do  not  habitually  commit  sin  They  may. 
like  Peter  fall  Into  sin;  but  they  cannot  habit 
ually  live  In  It  The  divine  seed  within  them 
prevents  that.  They  wll  get  up  from  their  slu 
nlng  and  go  on,  mourning  as  they  go;  If  Indeed 
they  are  HIs  sheep. 

If  we  are  HIs  sheep  we  are  eternally  Secure 
In  Him.  But  If  we  run  off  after  strangers  and 
fall  to  follow  Him  we  are  not  HIs  sheep  The 
security  is  all  right  for  the  sheep  The  question 
Is,  Am  I  one  of  hls  sheep?  HIs  sheep  follow 
Him.  Do  IT  It  is  not  a  question  of  what  sin 
1  might  do.  If  saved  by  HIs  grace,  and  still  he 
saved.  The  question  Is.  What  does  Jesus  say 
1  will  do  If  savad  by  HIs  grace?  He  says  that 
I  will  follow  Him.  If  then  I  am  content  not  lo 
follow  Him,  and  love  to  go  after  the  world,  am 
I  HIs  sheep?  This  is  the  big  question  Pianos 
settle  It.

blnce  this  campaign  was  projected;  the  thought 
has  been  frequently  In  our  minds  that  the  way 
the  world  is  moving  and  the  way  Christians  are 
stirred  to  great  plans  and  great  activity,  this  Is 
likely  to  be  the  final  great  move  to  bring  in  the 
Kingdom  of  God.

The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  First  District 
was  held  at  the  Baptist  Church.  D'Lo,  June  24-25 

The  Slogan :  Pray,  Practice.  Perservcre  waa  well 
carried  out  throughout  the  enUre  meeting  D<- 
spite  the  rainy  .weather  which  caused  the  attend 
unco  to  be  much  smaller  than  waa  expected  by  our 
Vice  President,  Mrs.  A.  K.  Godbold.  who  had  spent 
*°  much  tlme  Pr»yln*  and  planning  for  the  meet¬ 
ing,  our  first  meeting  was  a  real  surrey. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  Tuesday  after¬ 
noon.  with  Mrs.  Godbold  presiding  in  her  own 
sweet  way.  The  entire  afternoon  and  evening 
with  the  exception  of  the  Mlsslohary  hour  of  the 
evening,  which  was  a  great  message  brought  ns  by 
our  own,  dear  Miss  Lackey,  were  devoted  entirely 
to  the  Young  People's  Work.

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wine  he  committed  the  blackest  sin  in  human  his¬ 
tory.  On  the  other  hand,  the  pentlent  thief,  with¬ 
out  either  baptism  or  communion,  passed  Into  Par¬ 
adise  with  bis  Saviour.  To  suggest  that  the  ordt 
nance  may  aid  a  soul  to  find  Christ  Is  to  contra¬ 
dict  the  plain  teaching  of  Scripture.!  It  Is  a  me¬ 
morial  service,  and  memory  implies  previous 
knowledge.  One  cannot  remember  that  which  he 
has  never  known.  Paul  emphatically  declares  that 
they  partake  unworthily  who  fail  to  discern  the 
Lord's  body  In  the  bread  and  In  the  wine.  Christ's 
cleansing  power  is  In  his  own  blood,  and  not  In 
the  wine  that  typifies  it. 

A  second  error  is  that  which  makes  partaking 
of  the  supper  a  profession  of  special  piety.  In  this 
there  Is  a  dangerous  fallacy  -dangerous  because  It 
Is  so  plausible,  and  effects  so  often  very  worthy 
Christians.  There  are  many  who  absent  themselves 
from  the  table  because  they  do  not  consider  them¬ 
selves  worthy  to  partake  of  the  ordinance.  We 
need  to  remember  that  our  right  to  a  place  at  the 
table  rests,  not  upon  the  holiness  of  our  characters, 
but  upon  the  Invitation  of  our  master.  If  a  con¬ 
sciousness  of  our  own  pre-eminent  piety  was  essen¬ 
tial  to  the  partaking  of  the  emblems,  then  who 
would  dare  to  come  to  the  table?  The  holiest  men 
and  women  of  all  ages  have  felt  most  deeply  the 
sinfulness  of  their  own  hearts  Look  at  the  first 
company  that  sat  down  to  the  ordinance,  and  which 
of  them  could  claim  a  place  on  the  ground  of  bis 
own  excellence?  On  the  very  eve  of  Its  Institution 
they  were  quarreling  among  themselves  as  to  which 
was  the  greatest,  and  not  one  of  them  would  wash 
the  reet  of  bis  brother.  Our  I»rd  himself  had  to 
perform  the  service  of  the  company.  Although  he 
had  asked  them  to  watch  while  he  passed  through 
his  great  agony,  they  all  slept.  A  little  later 
Simon  denied  wtth  oaths  and  curses  that  be  had 
ever  known  Jesus,  while  all  the  others  except  John 
forsook  their  Master  and  fled  when  the  officers 
approached  to  arrest  him.  I  cite  these  cases  not 
to  make  light  of  personal  holiness  but  to  show 
that  even  though  we  be  as  base  and  as  cowardly 
as  those  first  disciples,  still  we  have  a  right  to 
come  to  the  table  our  Master  has  spread.  Better 
mingle  our  tears  of  repentance  wtth  the  bread  and 
wine  than  to  turn  our  backs  on  the  emblems  of 
his  dying  and  deathless  lore. 

When  we  come  to  the  table  it  Is  not  because 
we  are  full,  but  because  we  are  hungry,  and  the 
keener  the  hunger  the  deeper  our  delight  as 
we  eat  and  drink.  It  was  not  because  the  prod¬ 
igal  was  clean,  but  because  he  was  hungry,  that 
the  Father  spread  the  feast  for  him.  The  best 
hymn  for  us  to  sing  as  we  come  to  the  ordinance 


we  sing  the  praise  we  feel.  In  prayer  we  take 
the  posture  of  humiliation,  and  with  bowed  heads 
and  bended  knees  we  present  our  petitions  at  the 
throne  of  grace.  We  publicly  profess  our  union 
with  Christ  in  his  death  and  resurrection  by  be¬ 
ing  burled  In  and  lifted  from  the  baptismal  waters. 
The  feeding  of  our  spiritual  natures  Is  symbolised 
by  partaking  of  the  bread  and  the  cup  in  the  me¬ 
morial  supper. 

Against  these  forms  I  have  nothing  to  say. 
They  ase  Indeed  sacred  vessels  if  we  find  In  them 
the  heavenly  manna  and  the  water  of  life.  But 
let  us  not  forget  that  It  Is  possible  for  them  to 
become  empty  cisterns,  possessing  the  form  of 
godliness  while  lacking  Its  power.  We  may  have 
a  perfect  religious  external — a  mold  of  doctrine 
without  a  flaw — and  yet  that,  mold  may  be  as 
empty  as  a  snap  bubble,  or  It  may  be  filled  with 
deadly  heresies.  We  may  sing  hymns  In  faultless 
harmony,  and  swell  the  anthem  until  the  temple 
Is  flooded  with  melody,  and  yet  send  no  note  of 
real  praise  to  our  Jebovah.  We  may  prostrate  our 
bodies  and  repeat  prayers  of  wondrous  eloquence 
and  pathos,  and  yet  send  no  petition  to  the  Father 
above.  We  may  be  Immersed  In  water  In  true 
apostolic  form,  and  yet  (hat  may  be  as  meaningless 
as  the  few  drops  of  water  on  the  face  of  the  un- 
concious  babe.  It  Is  possible  to  partake  of  the 
bread  and  wine  of  the  supper,  and  yet  know  noth¬ 
ing  of  thy  significance  of  the  broken  bread  and 
poured  wine. 

Ood  foresaw  the  danger  of  retaining  the  form 
while  losing  the  significance  of  a  great  ordinance, 
so  he  not  only  commanded  Iareal  to  repeat  the 
Passover  yelr  by  year,  but  also  to  be  ready  to  ex¬ 
plain  Its  slgniflcence  to  their  children.  The  dan¬ 
ger  that  confronted  the  Hebrew  nation  Is  the  dan¬ 
ger  that  confronts  the  church  today.  In  some 
quarters  we  find  the  ordinance  of  the  supper 
burled  In  dangerous  ritual,  while  In  others  it  Is  al¬ 
together  ignored  Who.  unless  he  was  told,  would 
ever  suspect  that  the  elaborate  mass  of  the  church 
of  Rome  was  Intended  as  a  repetition  of  the  simple 
supper  In  the  upper,  room.  These  people  forget 
that  the  simplicity  of  the  ordinance  is  Its  glory. 
Those  who  altogether  Ignore  the  ordinance  forget 
that  It  holds  within  Its  grasp  the  supreme  truth 
of  Christianity. 

Let  us.  before  cpmlng  to  the  table,  give  a  little 
time  to  a  contemplation  of  the  ordinance  that  has 
come  down  to  us  through  nearly  2.000  years.  The 
two  beads  under  which  I  shall  group  my  remarks 
are  "Misapprehensions"  and  "True  Meaning  of  the 
Supper.” 

1.  MISAPPREHENSIONS. 

As  the  sands  of  the  desert  are  continually  gath¬ 
ering  about  the  base  of  the  great  Pyramid,  and  It 
requires  constant  toil  to  prevent  them  from  ob¬ 
scuring  Its  magnlflcient  proportions,  so  about 
this  central  ordinance  of  the  Christian  church 
there  accumulates  the  rubbish  of  human  imagin¬ 
ings.  From  time  to  time  they  must  be  cleared 
away  if  the  glory  of  the  ordinance  is  to  remain 
unobscured. 

The  first,  and  In  some  respects  the  most  mis¬ 
leading  of  all.  Is  that  which  attaches  to  It  a  sav¬ 
ing  efficacy  There  la  in  the  mind  of  many  a  deep 
seated  oplnon  that  there  la  In  the  bread  and  wine 
a  magic  virtue  that  in  itself  tends  to  purge  the 
soul  of  Its  sin.  We  see  this  In  the  tendency  to 
administer  the  ordinance  to  the  sick  and  the  dying 
the  life*  beyond  the  grave.  Against  giving  the 
as  a  special  preparation  for  their  entrances  Into 
emblems  to  the  dying  I  have  not  a  word  to  say. 
If  those  w-ho  are  about  to  enter  into  the  immediate 
presence  of  Christ  desire  once  more  to  partake 
of  the  emblems  of  his  dying  love,  by  all  means  let 
them  have  them,  but  at  the  same  time  It  ought  to 
be  made  very  plain  that  fitness  to  meet  the  Lord 
Is  not  determined '  by  what  we  eat,  but  what  we 
are. 

There  Is  neither  precept  nor  example  In  the  New 
Testament  for  adminsitering  the  ordinance  as  a 
preparation  for  death,  nor  Is  there  any  hint  that 
the  bread  and  the  wine  have  any  sln-cleanalng 
properties.  Judas  went  direct  from  the  table  to 
make  hla  infamous  bargain  to  betray  hit  Lord.  Im¬ 
mediately  after  partaking  of  the  bread  and  the 
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Not  worthy  L«vd  to  gather  up  the  crumbs 
with  trembling  hands,  that  from  thy  table 
fall,  • 

A  weary,  heaven  laden  einner  comes. 

To  plead  thy  promise  and  obey  thy  call. 

A  third  and  very  common  error  is  to  make  It 
a  matter  of  personal  communion.  There  are 
those  who  turn  away  from  the  table  because 
of  the  wickedness  or  supposed  wickedness  of 
some  other  who  are  there.  They  know  of  some 
man  or  woman  who  has  acted  in  a  way  that  is 
altogether  inconsistent  with  the  Christian  pro¬ 
fession,  and  because  of  his  or  her  presence  they 
refuse  to  partake.  Does  the  presence  of  a  tramp 
at  your  father's  table  rob  you  of  your  right  as 
a  child?  Need  1  remind  you  that  on  the  occasion 
of  the  institution  of  the  ordinance  there  was  a 
Judas  in  the  company.  The  presdbee  of  the  be¬ 
trayer  was  not  a  sufficient  reason  for  the  others 
to  withdraw.  When  told  that  there  was  a  traitor 
in  their  midst  they  did  not  begin  to  suspect 
others,  but  each  man  asked,  "Lord,  is  it  I?" 
Haul  touched  the  nerve  center  of  the  whole  mat¬ 
ter  when.  In  speaking  of  the  supper  he  said. 
"Let  every  man  examine  himself."  If  we  do  that 
faithfully  we  shall  have  little  time  left  for  crit¬ 
icizing  pthers.  Let  us  not  forget  that  it  was 
Judas,  the  real  betrayer,  who  got  up  and  left  the 
table. 

Finally,  there  are  thoee  who  seem  to  think 
that  presence  at  the  table  Is  purely  optional 
Jesus  never  gave  a  more  specific  command  than 
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(he  one  In  reference  US  the  supper.  He  not  only 
wild.  "This  do  In  remembrance  of  roe,"  but  he 
added.  "Drink  ye  all  of  It."  To  turn  our  backs 
upon  the  ordinance  Is  to  be  guilty  of  deliberate¬ 
ly  defying  the  commands  of  our  King.  We  often 
speak  of  the  ordinance  as  a  sacrament,  and  a 
sacrament  la  an  oath  of  allegiance.  At  the  table 
again  and  again  we  renew  our  vow  that  we  will 
be  true  to  Christ  even  unto  death.  It  is  an  ac¬ 
knowledgment  of  our  absolute  dependence  upon 
him.  and  our  pledge  that  he  may  depend  upon 
us. 

The  True  Meaning. 

Having  tried  to  clear  away  a  few  misappre¬ 
hensions  concerning  the  ordinance,  let  us  see 
Just  what  Ita  meaning  Is  to  us  and  to  those  who 
are  coming  after  us. 

In  the  first  place,  It  Is  a  token  of  remem¬ 
brance.  Jesus  knew  how  prone  we  are  to  forget 
even  as  great  a  service  as  that  wrought  by  him 
on  the  cross,  and  he  Instituted  this  great  ordi¬ 
nance  to  keep  the  fact  ever  before  our  minds 
Here  he  would  have  us  see  both  the  sin  tha! 
slew  him  and  the  love  that  went  to  death  on  out 
behalf.  The  supper  Is  like  a  great  rainbow,  one 
end  of  which  rests  In  the  heart  of  the  storm 
cloud,  while  the  other  melts  away  into  the 
brightness  of  heaven.  Here  we  remember  that 
sin  is  humanity's  eternal  foe.  and  that  love  is 
our  eterhal  friend.  That  when  Jesus  had  to 
choose  between  heaven  without  us,  or  Gethae- 
mane  and  Calvary  with  us.  he  took  the  latter 
und  gave  his  body  to  be  broken  and  his  blood 
to  be  shed.  At  the  cross  we  see  love  and  hate 
In  the  last  great  conflict.  On  the  peerless  brow 
of  the  King  of  Grsce  sin  presses  a  crown  of 
thorns;  here  we  see  brutality  spitting  in  the 
face  where  shines  the  light  of  deity.  The  scourge 
and  the  cross  are  laid  upon  the  shoulders  that 
came  to  earth  to  carry  humanity’s  burdens, 
while  the  feet  and  hands  that  were  tireless  on 
missions  of  mercy  were  spiked  to  the  tree.  At 
the  cross  we  see  sin  In  all  its  native  loathesome- 
nesa.  Here,  too,  we  see  the  measureless  power 
of  love.  When  the  smoke  lifted  above  the  battle 
field  love  and  not  hate  was  the  victor.  Here  he 
wants  us  to  remember  that  nothing  not  even  sin 
and  death,  can  separate  us  from  the  love  of 
God.  He  wants  sis  to  know  that  when  his  gar¬ 
ments  are  red  with  blood,  and  his  feet  like  those 
that  tread  the  wine  press,  still  he  is  “mighty  to 
save."  Every  weapon  in  the  arsenal  of  hell  was 
used  against  him,  and  still  he  stands  victorious. 

In  the  second  place,  it  la  an  avowal  of  faith. 
On  the  night  of  the  Passover  the  Hebrews  took 
their  stand  behind  the  blood-sprinkled  door  and 
Joyously  feasted  while  the  destroying  angel  was 
abroad  In  the  land.  They  knew  nothing  of  what 
was  taking  place  outside.  They  simply  rested 
upon  the  promise  of  Jehovah.  This  Is  the  sig¬ 
nificance  of  our  presence  here  today.  About  the 
great  transaction  of  Calvary  there  la  still  much 
that  is  mysterious  to  us.  As  the  devout  Hebrew 
cuold  not  explain  to  the  child  the  connection 
between  the  sprinkled  blood  and  the  safety  of 
the  first  bom,  beyond  assuring  him  that  Jehovah 
had  promised  protection  to  all  who  by  faith 
sheltered  themselves  behind  the  crimson  mark, 
so  we  cannot  tell  the  connection  between  the  sac¬ 
rifice  of  Christ,  and  the  safety  of  the  soul,  be¬ 
yond  the  assurance  that  God,  has  promised  eter¬ 
nal  life  to  all  who  believe.  Our  faith  Is  not 
In  theories  of  the  Atonement,  but  in  the  Atone¬ 
ment  itself.  In  partaking  of  these  emblems  to¬ 
day  we  are  declaring  our  confidence  that 
through  the  suffering  and  death  of  Jesus  we 
have  access  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  There  may 
still  stretch  before  us  the  weary  leagues  that 
lie  between  here  and  our  Canaan  home,  but 
with  girded  loins  and  sandaled  feet  we  are  pre¬ 
pared  to  march  in  the  confidence  that  we  shall 
be  delivered.  A  doubt  or  a  fear  in  the  soul  Is 
like  a  pebble  In  the  shoe  that  makes  all  march¬ 
ing  painful.  Assurance  is  as  wings  to  the  syul. 
to  carry  us  over  every  difficulty  and  enabling  us 
to  sing  by  the  way. 

In  the  third  place  this  ordinance  Is  a  standard 
set  up.  As  on  the  Passover  night  the  Hebrews 
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declared  their  independence  and  unfolded  Jbelr 
national  banner,  so  here  we  are  once  morh  de¬ 
claring  that  the  days  of  bondage  are  paat.iand 
henceforth  under  the  standard  of  the  cross  we 
are  going  to  claim  the  rights  and  assume  toe 
responsibilities  of  the  children  of  God.  To  the 
eye  of  flesh  It  must  have  looked  little  less  than 
absurd  for  that  small  company  of  slaves  to  rise 
against  the  mightiest  empire  on  earth.  Rut  they 
did  and  they  succeeded.  Even  more  absurd  must 
It  have  appeared  to  the  religious  leaders  In  our 
l/ord's  day.  when  a  handful  of  Galilean  fishermen 
and  peasants  declared  their  intention  of  over- ' 
throwing  all  other  religious  Institutions  and 
establishing  an  organization  that  should  domi¬ 
nate  the  world. 

Kiuteen  centuries  have  passed,  and  still  the 
wilderness  journey  Is  not  completed.  But  we 
fling  our  banner  to  the  breeze,  with  unshaken 
confidence  that  triumph  will  come.  England 
boasts  that  she  has  an  empire  on  which  the  sun  i 
never  sets,  and  that  her  morning  'drum  beat  Is 
heard  around  the  world.  But  there  are  regions 
today  where  the  English  drum  is  not  heard,  but 
even  there  this  morning  the^-e  have  risen  the 
sounds  of  Christian  prayers  and  praise.  1  have 
sometimes  tried  to  picture  to  myself  a  Hebrew 
on  the  Passover  night  looking  at  hfs  hands,  hard¬ 
ened  and  blistered  from  handling  bricks,  and 
then  saying,  "Thank  God  henceforth  these  hands 
shall  be  consecrated  to  the  Shepherd's  crook 
and  staff,  and  no  more  shall  they  mold  bricks 
for, the  oppressor.”  And  here  today  we  thank  Qod 
for  our  freedom,  and  pledge  ourselves  to  recon¬ 
secrate  our  powers  to  the  sacrifice  of  him  who 
has  delivered  us  from  the  power  of  darkness 
and  translated  us  Into  the  kingdom  of  the  Bon 
of  his  love. 

Finally,  this  table  Is  an  avowal  of  our  hope. 
"Till  he  come"  is  the  note  of  a  silver  bell  ring¬ 
ing  through  the  whole  service.  In  the  midst  of 
what  appeared  like  an  overwhelming  defeat  our 
Lord  avowed  his  confidence  in  the  ultimate 
triumph  of  his  cause.  The  glory  of  faith  Is  far¬ 
sightedness;  she  can  see  a  harvest  In  a  single 
seed  and  hear  all  the  summer  songsters  In  the 
first  note  of  the  robin.  Faith  can  feel  ths  thrill 
of  perfect  holiness  In  the  first  triumph  over  sin. 
There  Is  no  great  virtue  in  believing  in  victory 
when  the  enemy  Is  In  full  retreat.  The  hero  is 
the  man  who  holds  his  ground  when  all  around 
his  comrades  are  falling  back.  Mohammed  waa 
peculiarly  devoted  to  his  first  wife.  Although 
she  lacked  much  of  the  grace  and  comelineas 
of  his  later  wives,  she  always  held  the  throne  of 
his  heart.  When  some  one  asked  him  why  it 
waa  he  replied,  "She  alone  had  faith  In  me  at 
the  beginning  of  my  career."  John  tells  us  that 
the  walls  of  the  New  Jerusalem  have  twelve 
foundations,  and  in  them  the  names  of  the  12 
apostles  of  the  Lamb.  1  think  their  names  are 
there,  not  because  they  were  more  holy  than 
others,  but  because  they  had  their  faith  in  him 
from  the  beginning. 

Does  some  ask  this  morning,  “What  mean  ye 
by  this  service?"  We  reply,  we  believe  that 
through  Christ,  our  Passover,  we  have  deliver¬ 
ance  from  the  bondage  of  sin,  and  that  through 
him  we  are  being  led  Into  the  age  for  which  the 
whole  creation  has  been  groaning.  At  this  table 
we  declare  not  only  our  confidence  In  Christ's 
saving  power,  but  our  consecration  to  hta  serv¬ 
ice.  We  look  this  morning  beyond  the  League 
of  Nations  to  the  establishment  of  one  nation 
that  shall  Include  the  whole  human  family,  when 
every  knee  will  bow  to  Christ  and  every  tongue 
confess  tl  at  he  is  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the 
Father.  Let  us  then  today,  like  the  apostles  of 
old.  eat  onr  meat  with  gladness  and  singleness 
of  heart,  praising  God.

We  do  not  know  all 
the  things  that  have  been  working  la  the  minds 
of  these  Indiana  Baptist  educators,  but  we  are 
glad  that  they  have  recently  reasserted  their 
self-respect  and  renounced  the  Carnegie  affilia¬ 
tion  and  returned  to  the  Baptist  fold. 

We'had  heard  that  the  education  which  was 
concerned  with  the  feet  did  not  Improve  the 
bead  or  tha  heart.  The  people  who  dance  send 
their  brains  to  the  bottom  of  thslr  anatomy.  An 
adept  at  dancing  la  never  an  Intellectual  success 
Bometlfne  since  a  pastor  was  lamenting  ths  lack 
of  intellectual  preparation  among  his  young  peo¬ 
ple  and  the  absence  of  ambition  among  them 
As  be  talked  about  the  situation  It  developed 
that  the  young  people  of  his  congregation  bad  a 
mania  for  dancing.  Bo  there  you  are.  You  can’t 
go  toward  Jerusalem  and  Asbdod  at  the  same 
time.  A  sure  way  to  Intellectual  and  spiritual 
poverty  is  by  way  of  the  dance. 

English  Baptists  seem  to  have  a  new  light — 
some  of  them.  At  least  that’s  the  way  It  seems 
from  reports  coming  across  the  waters.  Mr  J. 
H.  Shakespeare  now  claims  that  he  was  mis¬ 
understood  and  be  "strongly  defended  himself’ 
In  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Baptiet  Union  pro¬ 
testing  that  he  had  no  Intention  of  suggesting 
reordination,  and  then  gives  a  few  ambiguous 
words  about  Christian  t'nlon.  Dr.  Clifford  then 
said  Baptists  could  not  accept  incorporation  in  a 
state  church  or  agree  to  the  dogma  of  baptis¬ 
mal  regeneration.

flurry  and  confusion  which  the  union  camou- 
flagera  have  thrown  over  religious  work  in  the 
past  few  years.

"If  we  are  at  all  successful  In  per¬ 
sonal  work  It  Is  necessary  ror  us  to 
live  In  close  fellowship  with  the 
Master." 

"What  are  some  of  the  difficulties 
In  the  way  of  personal  work?” 

“it  requires  more  or  less  effort  to 
approach  an  unsaved  person  on  this 
subject,  and,  speaking  from  personal 
experience,  I  should  say  that  we  are 
not  always  spiritually  fit.  We  get  so 
thoroughly  engrossed  with  our  busi¬ 
ness  and  pleasures  that  we  are  not 
ready  always  to  take  hold  of  the  op¬ 
portunities  that  present  themselves.” 

“What  are  some  dangers  In  this 
work?” 

’’The  dangers  are  In  no  way  to  be 
compared  with  those  of  not  attempt¬ 
ing  It  and  I  think  one  of  the  best 
nullifications  Is  a  longing  desire  to 
reach  out  after  those  who  are  lost 
and  bring  them  to  a  saving  knowledge 
of  Christ.” 

"You,  have  been  working  In  the 
camp,  have  you  not?" 

"Yes,  from  August  1  to  January  1." 

“In  what  position?” 

"Assistant  camp  secretary,  but 
with  office  In  Administration  build¬ 
ing.  and  one  of  my  deep  regrets  In 
connection  with  my  work  at  the  ramp 
was  that  I  did  not  have  the  oppor-| 
tunlty  of  coming  In  contact  with  the 
hoys.  I  shall  always  be  glad,  how¬ 
ever,  of  the  apportunlty  which  I  had 
for  serving  during  the  ‘flu’  epidemic, 
directing  an  organisation  of  men  who 
acted  as  a  go-between  for  the  sick 
soldiers  and  their  families  and 
friends.” 

"What  Is  your  business.  Brother 
Hays?" 

"President  of  the  Louisville  Seed 
Company." 

"What  principles  do  you  apply  In 
your  personal  work?" 

"Inthe  first  place,  a  great  deal 
depends  on  the  way  In  which  you 
approach  a  person.  If  we  are  (1  tact¬ 
ful  In  approaching  people  as  we  are 
In  our  business  efforts  to  make  a 
sale,  we  can  more  effectively  make 
the  approach." 

"What  are  some  of  the  principles 
of  a  godo  approach?”  • 

"I  try  to  lead  the  conversation  In 
a  way  that  I  can  ask  the  man  what 
church  he  attends;  then.  If  he  is  a 


member,  and  If  he  Is  not.  then  I  try 
to  present  my  cause  In  such  a  way 
as  will  cause  no  offense,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  bring  him  to  see  his 
need.” 

"What  do  you  find  to  be  the  atti¬ 
tude  of  unsaved  men  toward  you 
when  you  approach  them?” 

”1  cannot  remember  that  I  ever 
met  with  a  rebuff  when  I  have  ap¬ 
proached  men — even  though  they 
have  made  no  favorable  response.” 

"How  would  you  advise  a  Chris¬ 
tian  man  who  is  Just  starting  out  to 
do  personal  work?” 

"Let  him  first  find  some  one  in 
whom  he  Is  personally  Interested  and 
begin  praying  for  him  and,  also  at 
the  same  time  pray  for  himself  that 
God  will  use  him  in  any  way  that 
he  may  deem  best  for  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  his  purpose  in  the  salvation 
of  that  lost  soul.” 

"How  can  a  pastor  develop  soul- 
wlnnlng  work  among  hls  members?” 

"By  preaching  and  teaching  per¬ 
sonal  work.” 

"How  teaching  It?” 

"By  regular  organized  classes — 
Just  as  he  would  organize  a  class  in 
teacher  training.” 

"Did  you  ever  see  such  a  class?” 

"I  have  taught  three  such  classes, 
two  in  my  church  and  the  other  In 
one  of  our  Sunday  school  Institutes." 

"Which  Is  your  church?” 

"Walnut  Street." 

"How  many  were  in  your  class?" 

“Sixteen.  During  my  stay  In  the 
camp.  Dr.  Mullins  delivered  a  series 
of  addresses  at  our  Monday  morning 
conferences.  These  were  greatly  en¬ 
joyed  by  the  secretaries.  I  understand 
.hat  the  doctor  Is  considering  putting 
these  lectures  into  book  form.” 

’What  kind  of  practical  work  do 
you  attempt  in  your .  personal  work 
classes?" 

“I  advise  the  members  to  single 
out  at  least  one  person  and  Interest 
themselves  In  trying  to  reach  the  In¬ 
dividual  and  would  always,  at  our 
meeting,  have  prayer  for  the  worker 
as  well  aahfor  the  one  he  was  seek¬ 
ing  to  reach.* 

“What  can  a  superintendent  do  In 
developing  soul-winning  work  among 
hls  workers?” 

“He  can  look  out  for  the  best  pos¬ 
sible  members  to  lead  In  such  work 
(It  he,  himself,  Is  too  busy  for  It) 
and  he  will  be  surprised  at  the  num¬ 
ber  who  are  ready  to  enlist  In  this 
Important  work.’ 

“What  are  some  of  the  rewards 
that  have  come  to  you  In  doing  this 
work?" 

"It  enriches  our  own  lives  and 
there  Is  the  satisfaction  In  feeling 
:  that  we  are  doing  a  work  that  lasts 
not  Only  for  time  but  for  eternity." 

"Con  you  mention  any  other  Inci¬ 
dent  In  your  efforts  at  soul-winning?” 

“I  sat  at  my  desk  one  afternoon  a 
few  years  ago.

EXCERPTS  FROM  MISSIONARIES' 
LETTERS. 

(J.  F.  Love.  Cor.  8ec'y.) 

If  only  Southern  Baptists  could 
know  more  Intimately  the  great  need 
which  missionaries  are  facing,  the 
yteat  burden  they  are  bearing  be- 
•-tuse  they  carihot  take  advantage 
of  opportunity,  and  If  our  people 
could  a  little  more  Intimately  know 
the  spirit  of  these  frontlermen  of  the 
Kingdom,  they  would  give  to  For¬ 
eign  Missions  a  larger  share  of  the 
-ord's  portion  of  tbelr  Income.  The 
letters  of  the  missionaries  often  bring 
to  the  Mission  Rooms  both  the  most 
heerlng  and  most  distressing  hours 
hat  are  experienced  here. 

Here  is  an  extract  from  a  letter 
written  by  a  modest  physician  who 
s  trying  to  minister  to  the  souls  and 
oodles  of  a  vast  population,  and  for 
whom  we  have  provided  no  building 
for  hls  hospital.  He  says  in  the  letter 
from  which  we  quote,  "We  are  fur¬ 
ther  In  point  of  time  from  Wuchow 
(the  nearest  hospital  and  trained 
doctor)  than  New  York  la  from  San 
Francisco.”  But  here  is  the  extract: 

"We  aye  In  a  meeting  at  the  church 
now,  that  has  been  running  three 
weeks  and  will  continue  for  several 
weeks  more  It  the  Holy  Spirit  con¬ 
tinues  to  strive  with  men's  souls  as 
he  is  now  doing.  There  are  from.  20  to 
40  In  the  enquirers'  rooms  every 
night.  Sometimes  we  have  more  than 
fifty  but  an  average  of  about  36  a 
night.  Eighteen  have  been  baptized 
and  others  are  getting  ready.  It  Is 
the  'Old  Time  Religion'  like  we  have 
lown  In  Texas  when  Bro.  Finney  la 
preaching.  We  tell  them  that  sin  Is  sin 
and  that  hell  Is  already  for  them  if 
they  do  not  come  to  the  Saviour.  It 
.akes  hold  of  them.  Brother  Lowe 
preached  the  first  week  and  has  been 
followed  by  our  Chinese  preachers.

The  last  weeks^ 
of  revival  there  has  scarcely  been  a 
night  when  we.  have  not  had  to  turn 
many  people  away  from  the  church 
because  of  lack  of  room,  and  have 
had  our  Christiana  .lttlng  In  the 
book  room  and  giving  their  places 
to  the  outsiders  when  the  Christians  I 
themselves  need  the  word  as  badly 
as  the  others.”

China  letter: 

"R  Is  certainly  the  greatest  call 
we  Baptists  have  In  North  China  and 
I  am  glad  to  see  you  all  have  such 
an  Interest  in  It.  I  know  you  are  over¬ 
loaded  with  these  calls,  and  can  rea¬ 


lise  how  your  hearts  must  be  bur¬ 
dened.  I  experienced  some  of  the 
same  things  on  my  trip,  for  every 
place  I  went  they  were  pleading  for 
teachers  and  preachers.  I  did  eo  want 
to  take  advantage  of  the  open  doors, 
but  the  finances  of  the  Association 
wouldn’t  permit  any  advance  what¬ 
ever.  I  thought  at  the  time,  Well, 
this  is  what  Dr.  Love  and  Dr.  Ray 
are  going  through  with  all  the  time 
too. 

"I  do  hope  our  Southern  Baptists 
will  give  their  money  to  catVy  on  the 
Lord's  work  as  they  should,  so  the 
Board  can  see  Its  way  clear  to  open¬ 
ing  some  of  tbie  new  work.  There 
never  was  such  an  opportunity.  I 
asked  every  evangelist  I  met  on  this 
trip,  ’’How  are  the  people  listening 
to  the  gospel  this  year?”  Without  ex¬ 
ception,  they  said  ‘  There  has  never 
been  anything  like  It  Every  place  we 
go,  the  people  are  listening  gladly.” 
I  found  that  true  every  place  I  stop¬ 
ped,  too.  The  people  were  always 
ready  to  listen  to  us.  and  Christianity 
Is  sinking  Into  their  hearts.  They  are 
realising  that  we  have  something 
good  that  they  haven't  got>  I  would 
like  to  take  more  of  your  time  and 
tell  you  more  of  my  trip  but  I  must 
not.”
